b. Psychological Warfare - 

1. Radio Gorianin - Broadcasts continued on a daily basis. Sample 
scripts were reviewed by two covert consultants who have made their 
analyses and recommendations. These recommendations are now being examined 
with a view to making suggestions for improvanent of the scripts and 
additional subjects for inclusion in the broadcasts.

Gorianin during the winter months, has been received, A marked decrease in the 
number of Bulgarian defectors into Greece 6uid the cut-off of emigration of 
Bulgarian-Turks into Turkey are responsible for lack of first-hand information, 

D, Conclusions 

(1) Favorable conditions exploited ; 

a. It is felt that the failure of Dr, Dimitrov togiin as much financial 
support from the NCEE as he desires has facilitated OPC dealings with him in 
making some progress on agreement to mount the proposed test operation, 

b. Expanding facilities of the German training mission is making possible 
increasingly effective psychological assessment of the ^ca^bilities of the 
Bulgarian trainees”. It is planned that such assessme^^^^i'^ilities will be

(2) Problems encoimtered / 



a. Particularly in the administrationf^f> the Bulgarian Guard Company, 
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strong-arm tactics of the followers of Dr, causing considerable

b, Ibe training of the Bulgarian Guard Ccsnpany is £lLso hampered by inability 
to find a ccmpetent Bulg8u*ian commander who has no strong political bias to make 
him unacceptable to one politiccil group or another* 

(3) Deficiencies noted and corrective action taken - 

The previous failure of Dr, Dimitrov to restrain his poidtlcal organizers 
from t he use of strong-arm tactics vrtiich encourage bitter factionalism within 
the Bulgarian emigration, has forced us to insist, that as a condition of the 
agreement for the test operation described in pao*agraph B (l) above, Dimitrov 
order his men to desist from such tactics# 

(4) Lessons learned - 

Any operation involving Dr, G, M, Dimitrov and his political organization 
will require extremely vigilant supervision, 

(5) Course or courses of action to be taken - 

a* Plans are being worked on for sending infiltration teams made up of 
recently trained agents now being held in Greece and Germany in the late 
spring or summer* 

b. Preparatory work is bein'g done looking toward the mounting of the 
so-called Dimitrov test operation* 
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
